^o^. Illation  for  Lnpland  and  ’./ales.  Since  IpoS  follovinp  the  decline  in  coal  r.inin 
in  your  area  the  ^.opulaxion  according  to  the  Registrar  Genex’al's  figures  has  decl 
Of  the  total  deaths  1o.2a  ware  attributable  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulator;/ 
system. 

There  was  a narked  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  this  year  as 
compared  with  1970,  ^-ossibly  as  the  result  of  the  anti  measles  campai;/n  of  the 
previous  two  years.  Eor  several  years  nov;  no  cases  of  polionyelitis  nor  of 
dr^htheria,  dysentery,  typhoid  or  para-typheid  have  been  recorded.  Thera  v?erc  5 
cases  of  food  ^,oisoning  recorded  and  it  is  becomin;;  evident  that  this  condition 
vn.ll  require  careful  v/atching. 

irev/entive  measures  against  polior.'.yelitis,  di^hitheria,  v;hoOyinv  cou^h  and 
tetanus  v;ere  continued  as  routine  measures  ar.ioi  g children  at  clinics  and  schools 
in  the  area.  Measles  i.m:.vunisation,  started  in  1968,  v;as  also  piu'suod  in  1971  an.d 
the  res^.onse  was  satisfactory.  Immunisation  a.;,ainst  german  measles  commenced 
during  1971  and  was  offered  to  girls  of  11  - 13  years  of  aye.  The  res^.onse  mas 
good . 

Tuberculin  testin.^'  .in  schools  folloi/ed  by  E.C.G.  immunisation  v/as  continued 
both  among  school  entrants  and  at  11  years  of  ape  onwards.  Contact  tracing  and 
early  reference  of  tuberculin  positive  cases  to  specialist  control  were  established 
routine  practises. 

81ua  cleai’ance  v/as  ^ressed  forward  v.ath  v/igour  and  many  visits  v/ere  ^.aid  to 
poor  pre,mises  for  various  reasons  including  illness,  management  difficulties, 

-roblem  cases  and  others. 


The  attendances  at  the  three  Maternity  L Child  h'elfare  Clinics  v;ere 
satisfactory  but  the  decline  in  ante-natal  visits  continued  - a decline  which 
follovrs  a national  ^^attern  and  is  due  to  the  increasing  ^participation  of  the 
gene.al  ^.ractitioner  in  this  field  of  medicine.  The  relaxe.tion  classes  and 
classes  in  mothercraft  have  been  moderately  successful,  and  the  cervical  s.mear 
test  clinics  are  ^.roving  to  be  satisfactorily  attended. 


The  chiropody  clinics  in  operation  in  your  area  have  been  increased  but 
still  there  is  no  ^.rospect  of  home  chiropody  service  as  yet.
